One little idea as to the 'fastening 


of vents 1n dresses, in the case of both 
wash materials and the thin, trans- 
parent laces and nets, is to use, in- 
stead of hooks and eyes for the plack- 
et fastening, small lace buttons and 
worked loops; and then another way 
is to use a strip of silk cord on the 
"eye" side of the placket and small 
hooks on the opposite side which 
catch into the silk cord. 
This keeps 


the placket firmly fastened. 


The placket of a skirt is considered 


one of the most important pirts of 
the skirt, on account of its finishing, 
as this adds to the general appear- 
ance of the skirt. 
One reason why 


so many plackets are gaping is be- 
cause the hooks and eyes are placed 
too far apart and Insufficient room is 
given against the strain at this point. 
Care should be taken in arranging 
and sewing on fasteners of any kind, 
as a few extra stitches will help to 
hold them firmly in place and prevent 
the fasteners or hooks and eyes from 
falling off. A placket may be made 
at the back, front or side of a skirt, 
the location depending on the style of 
skirt. One skirt closes at the center 
of back and forms an inverted plait, 
leaving an opening for placket from 
ten to twelve inches, which allows 
the skirt to be put on and off easily.

"SWAMP ANGEL" BATTERY 


Civil War Veteran Recalls Story of 


Its Erection. 


Johnstown, Pa., October 28, 1907. 
Editor Gazette, 


Dear Sir:—I notice in The Gazette 


of the ISth inst. an article copied 
from 
Harper's 
Weekly, 
entitled: 


"Long Men Wanted." 
This article 
is very indefinite, and can be located 
any place where a road was con- 
structed across a swamp, or it might 
be regarded as a "story made up to 
tell" for all that can be found in it 
as published. It is, however, found- 
ed on facts. 
When Gen. Q. 'A. Gill- 


more was operating against Ft. Wag- 
ner, on Morris Island, S. C., in 1863, 
Col. 
Edward W. Serrell had charge 


of the engineers. 
Another battery 
that would assail the fortifications on 
another face was very much desired, 
but a swamp of unknown depth in- 
tervened. 
A lieutenant of engineers 


was sent out with a detachment of 
men to begin the work; being unable 
to reach the destined point, he re- 
turned and reported to the colonel 
that he could not accomplish any- 
thing; he was told to make a requisi- 
tion for anything needed. The lieu- 
tenant made out a requisition, as 
stated in the article, for "twenty men 
eighteen feet long to cross a swamp 
fifteen feet deep," and handed it in, 
but the colonel was more desirous of 
having the work done than joking 
about it and he placed the jocose 
lieutenant "under arrest," and had 
the work placed in charge of another 
officer. 
The outcome was the erec- 


tion of the famous "Swamp Angel" 
Battery, which afterward sent its 
communications into the 
city of 


Charleston. 
On page 620, of Schu- 
maker's History of the Civil War, you 
will find an account of the erection 
of this famous battery.

Mending Hosiery 


In mending stockings use four-ply 


cotton, but with three different sizes 
of needles. One fine needle is thread- 
ed with a single strand of the black 
cotton and is used for the small holes 
in the thin gauze or lisle thread 
stockings. 
This tears the 
fabric 


much less than the ordinary large eye 
darning needle. 
A second rather 


larger size is used for the larger 
holes with two strands of the cotton, 
where the single thread would take 
too long and not fill in strongly 
enough. 
Then for the children's 


common stockings, and for the old 
hose almost past wear, use a needle 
large enough to carry the whole four 
threads.

Sealed Orders. 


The custom of having warships sail 


under sealed orders arose from the de- 
sire of maritime powers to prevent the 
plans from becoming known to the 
enemy. In the American navy such 
orders come from the president and 
are delivered to a commander of a ship 
or squadron by a confidential messen- 
ger who knows nothing of their con- 
tents. Sometimes they are in cipher, 
but they are always sealed with the 
official seal of the navy department 
and the package cannot be opened un- 
til the time marked on It, which is 
usually several hours after the hour 
of leaving port. By this precaution 
the newspapers are prevented from 
disclosing prematurely the movements 
which may be of the greatest impor- 
tance, and the spies of the enemy are 
rendered useless so far as their atiil- 
ity t6 discover the secret of such 
movements is concerned. Sailing un- 
der sealed orders is now the common 
naval practice in time of war. These 
instructions are found in the packet 
of sealed orders, which is opened 
when well out at sea.
